Probably no one department among 

the 10 in which these women are 
working, is more directly in the lino 
of accomplishing the purposes of the 
organization, than the Department of 
Scientific Temperance Instruction of 
which Mrs. Mary II. Hunt, of 
Massachusetts, is the originator and 
prime mover. 

A- large map of the United States, 
hung on the walls of the Convention 
building, represents in white the ter- 
ritory covered by Temperance Educa- 
tion laws, and in black that which is 
without. . 

A long list of books, on which ap- 
pears the names of sonic noted 

scientific authors, and of at least live 

of the leading publishing houses, be- 
sides other smaller ones, sets forth 
the names of a dozen or more manuals 
of instruction which have been sub- 
mitted to the supervision of (he 
Superintendent of this department, 
Mrs. Hunt, while in preparation, and 
have received her endorsement be- 
cause of their satisfactory teaching on 
this subject. 

It has probably never before been 
given to any one person to lead a 
movement, which is destined to tell 
so much on the future as this. Only 
a genius for Influencing public opin- 
ion and foi organising and directing 
undisciplined and widely scattered 
forces could have given so great an 

impetus to so great a movement in so 

short a t inie.

The recent unsuccessful prohibitory 
Amendment campaigns have been in 
reality attempts to focalize into law 
popular sentiment against alcohol that 
docs not exist.

EniToK, Dk.vk Sue My attention 
ailed to your editorial concern- 
ing The Boston Deaf-Mute Society. 
Judging from the tone of your 
editorial, I see that there have been 
some wrong impressions made by the 
writers of the two letters which you 
have refused to publish. 

I agree with you that the two socie- 
ties under one title would lead to dis- 
putes between each other as to 
cither's rights, blame, etc., but this 
is not our ease. We are after the 
Boston Deaf-Mute Society which litis 
never been organized, so let me finish 
the facts of the mass meetings, trust- 
ing that your readers will approve of 

our movement. 

At first, the object of calling the 
meeting was to make charges, and 
prove them against Mr. John T. Til- 
linghast, in preparation for our peti- 
tion to the Trustees for his removal 
from office, but since we engaged our 
counsellor, Mr. I). F. Crane, for that 
purpose, he has dropped Mr. Tillin- 
ghasl's case, because the Boston Socie- 
ty has no Constitution and By-Laws, 
defining oiliccrs, their duties, and 
how they should be removed. He 
said we could go as we pleased at the 
mass meeting, tind also advised us to 
appoint ti committee of five to draft 
the Constitution and By Laws. 

The above will explain why the 
original object was changed, and in 

its place arrangements were made for 

its organization, on which we have 
been working since then. 

At the last meeting held in the Oal- 
laudet Society rooms, December 4th, 

the whole evening was spent in the 
reading of the Constitution and By- 
Laws already drafted by a Committee. 
Article after article was passed with- 
out much Opposition,- hence the adop- 
tion, but it is subject to change ac- 
cording to Mr. Crane's advice, when 
he inspected it; and at the next meet 
injf, a final adoption will he called 
for; then tit the follow ing meeting 
the old Boston Society will be organ- 
ised. 

Lectures and Sunday services will 
continue as usual, but it is the 
changes of its government we are 
trying to make. 

1 have had several consultations 

with Mr. Crane since, and have gain- 
ed a great deal of knowledge about 
the laws of organization and rights 
of the trustees. , 

Mr. Crane has seen Mr. ,los. Story, 
of the Trustees tw ice. and to my sur- 
prise and contrary to about three 

yean ago, when we appealed to the 

Trustees for tin organization of that 
society at a mass meeting, the Trus- 
tees refused to grant us permission to 
Organise, on account OI their little 

faith in our abilities; now they have 
approved the organisation and ate 

willing to help us provided we can 
manage the society properly, but 
they arc in no way connecred with 
the organization, nor can interfere 

with us in the management. If we 

wish to keep them, we can keep them 
as only our benevolent friends. If 

they have any interest in our wel- 
fare, they will be charitable enough 
to help us along. 

We have no personalities against 
anv of the so-called trustees, we 
still feel indebted to them for their 
gifts, which have furnished us a hall, 
lecturers and preachers. The\ have 
been self-constituted, and collected 
funds on their own responsibilities for 
the wcllfarc of the Boston deaf- 
mutes, therefore no one outside can 

compel them to turn their funds 
over to us in case of an organization 
of the Boston Society, though I have 
been told that there are no funds in 
their hands at present, but 1 was 
speaking as though they had funds. 

They may either turn their funds 
to us, or return to tin- donors as thev 
think best. 1 have no doubt the 
goodwill of the Society, the Trus- 
tees w ill be glad to help the organ 
ization along, and when the Society 
gets stronger, we can collect funds 
from the public directly without as- 
sistance from the benevolent people. 

Now 1 tun through with the facts, 
and opinions of the lawyer; ! hope 
those having wrong impressions will 
be enlightened 1 greatly in this matter. 

Some of the deaf-mutes in this 
city have been impressed that the 
Qeilaudet Society will disband in or- 
der to join in organizing the Boston 

Society. Such is not the ease, and 

the, cause of this impression vv as the 
misunderstanding of Mr. A. W. Or- 

cult's remarks at the first meeting, 
id that he was a member of the 

Gallaudet Society, which w 

ir.ed on account of the Boston Socie 
ibles, but he. umloubtcdl v 

the members of the Soeictv 

ing to help the organisation of the 



Boston Society along, in order to 
maintain the reputation of our abili- 
ties in managing societies. Even if 
he bad said such, be had no author- 
ity tO say SO without the consent of 
the Society. 

Personally, 1 regret that the Trus- 
tees had been impressed that we 
were lighting among ourselves, all 
want offices, and do not have any 
abilities of maintaining the Society. 
1 would respectfully call their atten- 
tion to the organizations, viz., the 

Gallaudet Society, Charitable Relief 

Society, and the Fphphatha Club. 
All of these have been in perfect 
harmony with each other, and as 1 
am a member of till tJiese Societies, 
which I am proud to say. I have 
never known any confusion to have 
occurred at any one of its meetings 
since their organization about two 
years ago. They all tire still pros- 
pering and happy,
